w e A R E SO U S E D TO associating instability 
with Latin America nations that it comes as 
some su rprise to realize that Mex ico is enjoy ing 
the longest period of steady , peacefu l and im ­ 
pressiv e economic and political growth in its 
history , a period that began in the 19 30s. 
On the economic side, Mex ico has registered a 
7 per c e nt a nnu a l rate of growth in real te rm s for 
the past two decades. This is second only to that 
of J a pa n. 
The im portance of this phenomenon to the U.S. 
economy lies in the fact that 70 per cent of 
Mex ico’s ex ports go to the United States and 
abou t the sa m e percentage of its im ports come 
from the United States.

bu siness of stealing welfare 
money by the millions — or 
deliberately dissipating it as 
a kick in the face of “ the 
s y ste m .”

r e s pe c t a bl e i nv e s t i g a t or s , 
sensitiv e sociologists, ex perts 
in the heart-breaking work of 
ministering to the poor and 
the aged, who believ e that at 
least $1 billion annu ally is

or 
c y ni c a l ly 
and 
deliberately wasted ou t of the 
$16 .3 billion s pe nt y e a r ly 
directly in cash to ease the 
pain of pov erty . 


T H E R E A C T U A L L Y is a 
G e ne r a l 
A c c ou nt

(GAO) report, alm ost a y ear 
in the m aking, which say s, in 
effect, there ju st is no control 
of the billions of dollars, there 
is v irtu ally no pov erty client 
eligibility 
checku p 
sy stem, 
ana state au dits are in su ch 
chaos that, according to one 
insider, 
“ they 
don’t 
know 
w h at 
is 
missing, 
who 
is 
eligible, or where the records 
are right across the U.wS.” 
This re port was tu rned ov er

That Old Insurance Policy

NEW YORK (AP) - Thou­ 
sands of Americans may be 
needlessly paying high insur­ 
ance rates because they adhere 
to the custom of putting their 
policies away in a safe-deposit 
vault, never to be looked at in 
years. 
Forty years ago, 
for 
ex­ 
ample, some Americans were 
“ rated up“ to higher annual 
premiums because they were 
underweight. It was the midst' 
of the Great Depression and 
many people had Door diets. 
Chances are high that the 
skinny young man or woman of 
1932 has gained considerable 
poundage since. 
But, because 
the insured or the agent forgot, 
the high premium may still 
continue. 
The situation today is likely 
t0 be reversed. “ Obesity is the 
big disease today,” says Dr. 
Kenneth Brandon, Aetna Life & 
casualty. But will those who 


diet away the fat forget to get 
their premiums reduced? It’s 
likely. 
Insurance today is often writ­ 
ten on lives that once may have 
been considered uninsurable. In 
fact, says Brandon, only 2.4 per 
cent of all applicants at his 
company are turned down. 
“ Anybody still living can be 
insured if he is willing to pay 
the premium,” says Brandon. 
Charges could be reduced on 
many rated policies if the agent 
seeks 
reconsideration, 
which 
usually is offered after one, 
two, three, five or ten years. 
A 40-year-old man in good 
health is able to buy a standard 
term policy for $6.61 a thou­ 
sand. “ We expect he will live 
32 more years or that half his 
group will be alive at the end 
of 32 years,” Brandon says. 
The expectation of death in the 
next year is only 3.53 per thou­ 
sand.
